Coleman once again paid tri¬ 
bute to its youth who joined 
their country’s armed forces 
during'world war number two 
and left Canadian shores for 
freedom against the Nazi hordes 
which sought to dominate the 
world. This time however words 
of praise were accompanied by 
material gifts which the recipi¬ 
ents will be able to keep with 
them down through the years.

way has erased or even dimmed 
the sentiments we hold respect¬ 
ing their efforts for us. Instead 
these sentiments have increas¬ 
ed. The condition of world af¬ 
fairs today is a solemn remind¬ 
er of the perils we found our¬ 
selves in prior to World War II, 
and with this reminder comes 
a constant awareness of the de¬ 
liverance from those perils. A 
deliverance made possible by the 
courage and willingness to sac¬ 
rifice on the part of our armed 
forces. 

“Speaking of time. I always 
think of it philosophically. Time 
is the enternal now. Time is just 
a measurement of life, and life 
a constant striving for an ideal 
For some, the good life, for 
others, power, for others wealth. 
Nothing is ever completely con¬ 
cluded, each phase leaves 7 its 
consequences. This is a long way 
around to get to what I wish 
to say. We have come to show 
gratitude to the local members 
of the armed forces for preserv¬ 
ing unto us the basic principles 
of freedom. Certain perils have 
been met and overcome, but 
even as they were being over¬ 
come, nfew perils were in the 
making. The job is not com¬ 
pletely done, and I doubt if it 
ever will be. It was not done af¬ 
ter World War I, nor World War 
II, and we know that even after 
a third major world war, still 
the peril will lurk in our midst 
waiting for a chance to strike. 
The preservation of the ideal of 
freedom is a continuing struggle 
and if we value it, we must al¬ 
ways be on guard, and ready to 
defend it regardless of whence 
the danger comes, or regardless 
of what form it takes. 

“The Veterans we honor to¬ 
night, spent valuable years of 
their lives, under arduous cir¬ 
cumstances, away from loved

Whereas W. LaCroix, M.P. has 
introduced a bill into the House 
of Commons to amend the Cri¬ 
minal Code, a bill obstensibly 
aimed at outlawing “the Com¬ 
munist Party of Canada, the La¬ 
bor-Progressive Party of Can¬ 
ada, and any association, soci¬

Whereas this fascist-inspired 
bill like its predecessor Section 
98 is in reality aimed at all dem¬ 
ocratic groups and has as its 
eventual aim the destruction of 
all civil liberties in Canada.

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Exchange Of Ideas 


TIIE IMPORTANCE OF THE INTERCHANGE of ideas between coun¬ 
tries has long been recognized as one means of breaking down racial and 
religious prejudices, and laying a foundation for enduring peace. Within 
the British Empire there has, in the past, been considerable encouragement 
given to the exchange of teachers between schools in different parts of the 
Empire, and also to the exchange of pupils, that they might learn at first 
hand tfie problems of countries other than their own. During the war, 
schemes of this kind were of necessity curtailed, but interest has again 
been shown, and there has already been a revival of former practices in 
this branch of education. In Britain plans are at present under way to, 
establish, as soon as possible, a body officially designated to concern itself 
with educational visits and exchanges. 


The proposed body will be called the Central Bureau 
Will Arrange for Educational Visits and Exchanges and its chief 
For Evchanaes functio n Will be to keep in touch with the activities 
® of the many agencies in Britain and other countries 
concerned with these matters and to assist them in any way possible to 
make necessary arrangements for schemes connected with such exchanges. 
In the past many organizations have been dealing with educational visits, 
including individual schools and colleges, the Ministry of Education and 
other educational bodies, but there has been no central organization for this 
work. The new bureau will arrange for exchanges not only within the Em¬ 
pire, but with any interested countries. At present, restrictions on the 
taking of British currency out of the country will somewhat curtail activi¬ 
ties in regard to educational exchanges, but there is still much that can be 
accomplished by such a body, now, and in the future.

CANBERRA, Australia.—No Aus¬ 
tralian, whether soldier or civilian, 
who marries a Japanese woman will 
be allowed to bring her to Australia, 
the government has ruled. 

The federal minister for immigra¬ 
tion, A. A. Calwell, said “if an Aus¬ 
tralian soldier wants to live with the 
Japanese wife, he could do so in 
Japan.” 

He said “no obstacles will be plac¬ 
ed in his way of getting passport fa¬ 
cilities to leave Australia.” 

“No Australian woman whose son 
or husband is buried in New Guinea 
or some other Pacific battlefield will 
have her feelings outraged by any 
Australian who would flaunt a Jap¬ 
anese woman before her eyes,” Cal¬ 
well said.

WASHINGTON-Trustees of Ducks 
Unlimited, Inc., has appropriated 
$325,000 for improvement of wild 
duck breeding grounds in Western 
Canada this summer. 

Morton W. Smith, president of the 
sportsmen’s organization, said it was 
the largest such appropriation in the 
club’s 11-year history. The appropria¬ 
tion for field work last year was 
$300,000. 

Smith, a Minneapolis grain broker, 
said Ducks Unlimited complements 
in Canada the wild-life management 
and conservation efforts in the Unit¬ 
ed States of the Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 

The organization has completed 
about a third of its long-range pro¬ 
gram to improve 3,000,000 acres of 
Canadian nesting grounds, he said. 

For Prairie Provinces 

The field work this summer will be 
in Alberta, Saskatchewan and Mani¬ 
toba, summer home for most of the 
wild ducks that migrate across the 
United States. 

At an annual trustees dinner, in¬ 
terior secretary Julius Krug told the 
sportsmen a mid-winter survey shows 
that the decline of recent years in 
waterfowl population has been halted. 

‘We are doing everything in our 
power to improve the annual inven¬ 
tories of waterfowl population of the 
wintering grounds, as well as the 
conditions of the summer breeding 
grounds,” Krug said. 

“Our technique is not perfect, but 
I think it is fair to say that we have 
more accurate information on which 
to base regulations today than we 
have ever had before. 

“We had the information made 
available by Canada’s own experts 
and those of Ducks Unlimited and 
other private organizations.”

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Canada Enjoys 
Record Boom, 
Says Abbott 

Gross National Production 
Increased From II Rillion 
In 1945 To Over 13 
Billion Last Year 

NEW YORK.—Canada is enjoying 
a boom of unprecedented proportions 
even if the people do not seem to be 
aware of it, Finance Minister Abbott 
said here. 

Public unawareness of the boom 
was due largely to “the abnormal 
way in which the usual barometer, 
the stock market, has been acting.” 

“Our gross national production has 
increased from $11,600,000,000 in 1945 
to over $13,000,000,000 last year,” he 
said in describing the proportions of 
the boom. “In 1938 it was $5,100,- 
000 , 000 .” 

"Activity of this degree of inten¬ 
sity naturally exerts a severe strain 
on our economy and on our cost and 
price structure,” he continued in an 
address prepared for delivery to the 
Academy of Political Science. 

Discussing taxation and inflation, 
Mr. Abbott said that “I shall be re¬ 
porting to Parliament in a budget 
speech a few weeks hence another 
surplus of such a magnitude as to 
bring a glow to the heart of any 
Canadian minister of finance.” He 
gave no hint whether he would seek 
a similar surplus through this year’s 
budget. 

He questioned whether higher in¬ 
terest rates would lead to a less in¬ 
flationary situation. 

Farmers' Income 
In 1947 Reached 
A Record High 

OTTAWA.—During 1947 Canadian 
farmers’ cash income reached a re¬ 
cord high of $1,991,000,000. This is 
about 14 per cent, higher than in 

1946, the Dominion Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics reported. 

Prices for things the farmer has 
to buy, however, were also rising. 
The price index of commodities and 
services used by farmers (including 
farm living costs) advanced almost 
19 per cent, during 1947. On Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1948, the index was 168.5 on a 
basis of 1935-39 equals 100. 

Farmers in Alberta received the 
sharpest increase—over 20 per cent, 
—but they were closely followed by 
farmers in Quebec and Ontario with 
increases of 17 and 16 per cent, re¬ 
spectively. 

All other provinces showed gains 
ranging from about seven to ten per 
cent., except for Nova Scotia where 
farm income was slightly lower than 
in 1946. 

Cash income from the sale of farm 
products in the western provinces 
were as follows: Alberta, $285,000,- 
000 in 1946 as against $345,000,000 in 
1947; Manitoba, $171,000,000 in 1946 
as compared with $186,000,000 in 
1947; Saskatchewan, $399,000,000 in 
1946 as compared with $434,000,000 
in 1947. 

In British Columbia farm income 
jumped from $86,000,000 in 1946 to 
$93,000,000 in 1947. 

In Ontario cash income from sale 
of farm products jumped from $473,- 
000,000 in 1946 to $046,000,000 in 

1947. 

“Although the output of some farm 
products in 1947 was higher, produc¬ 
tion as a whole was below that of 
1946,” reports the bureau. “The gain 
in cash farm income can be attribu¬ 
ted to higher prices, an increase in 
payment on wheat participation cer¬ 
tificates and a small reduction in 
farm inventories.

DO NOT FAVOR 
DUCK HUNTING 
BY FLYWAYS 

WASHINGTON. — Duck hunters 
received notice that the United 
States Government will move slowly 
on any proposal to regulate shooting 
by flyways rather than by zones. 

Fall hunting seasons now are es¬ 
tablished according to well-defined 
zones throughout the United States. 
Many sportsmen contend that uni¬ 
form regulations along flyways—the 
regular south-bound migratory routes 
—would be more fair. 

But Interior Secretary Krug told 
Ducks Unlimited, famous sportsmen’s 
organization, that the flyway plan is 
“such a new concept we must go a 
little slow in applying it.” 


ABOLISH OLD LAWS 

CLINTON, Mass.—No more tickets 
for illegal parking your horse in Clin¬ 
ton. The board of selectmen voted 
to abolish by-laws which authorized 
fines and other penalties for failure 
to maintain horse stalls adequately 
and for violating hitching post regu¬ 
lations in the town.

Double Harvests 

Where one aims at getting two 
crjps of vegetables from the same 
ground, usually a combination is se¬ 
lected of something early and late 
such as radish, lettuce, spinach and 
peas, followed by late beets, beans 
and carrots. Just as soon as the soil 
is fit to work one can put in the first 
three mentioned. By the time these 
are ready for the table there will still 
usually be time to make the last 
sowings of beans, beets, carrots, corn, 
etc. * 

Another method of double cropping 
is to have alternate rows of quick¬ 
maturing things with slower but 
larger growers. Thus in between the 
rows of potatoes, beets, beans, corn, 
etc., we will plant lettuce, spinach 
and radish. The last will be used up 
and out of the way before the first 
named require full space. 

Suits All Tastes 

One of the satisfying things about 
gardening is that one can spend as 
little energy or money as one wishes. 
There is scope for the most elaborate 
planning and designs, for an immense 
amount of exercise if one feels that 
way. On the other hand if time or 
health are limited, or if one feels like 
j loafing, then one can have a garden 
to suit that mood, too. One cannot 
say that a small flower garden is less 
beautiful than a large one, but there 
is a difference in the amount of work 
involved. 

It is really amazing the results in 
satisfaction and beauty one can get 
from a tiny plot of flowers. And they 
will not take much work either. A 
little digging and a few packets of 
seeds or boxes of started plants are 
all that are needed. If one has more 
time it can be enlarged, and as ones 
interest grows more frills can be 
i added. 

Some enthusiasts, for example, 
plan all blue or all yellow flower gar¬ 
dens, some prefer sharply contrasting 
borders. The beginner and many 
others, however, are advised to stick 
to fairly simp# designs, with irregu¬ 
lar clump plantings rather than 
straight rows. And also instead of 
solid sheets of one color, a continu¬ 
ous display of bloom will usually give 
more sa', isfactory results.

REGINA, Sask. — Dr. James S. 

Thomson, president of the University 
of Saskatchewan, wasn't fooling 
when he recently told a large audi¬ 
ence in Saskatchewan that the first 
atomic egg had been laid by the first 
atomic hen. It happened at the Uni¬ 
versity of Saskatchewan where there 
is an experiment under way now at 
the University, in which laying hens 
arc being given radio-active phos¬ 
phorus in their feed. Scientists are 
cautious people, but even they admit 
that this use of radio-active tracers 
in feeding tests, may prove to be one 
of the most important developments 
of the century in agricultural science. 

Already Dr. J. W. T. Spinks has 
become internationally famous as the 
man who pioneered the initial experi¬ 
ments using radio-active tracers in 
wheat plants at Saskatchewan. There 
has been a great deal of talk about 
experiment among soils and plants 
experts, for it is believed to be the 
first application of atomic energy to 
the study of plant nutrition. But 
now Dr. Spinks and Professor J. B.

He says 
this has occurred sufficiently often in 
the case of one vitamin (D) "to be 
worthy of note.” 

He adds that although harm may 
not be caused directly by the indis¬ 
criminate use of vitamin pills, this 
practice, like all forms of self medi¬ 
cation, may be indirectly harmful in 
that it gives the individual a false 
sense of security and leads to delay 
in seeking medical advice. 

Dr. Bensley says that there is no 
evidence that health is improved by 
giving extra vitamins to a person 
who is not suffering from a specific 
vitamin deficiency disease. Vitamin 
pills alone cannot correct dietary de¬ 
ficiences. Pills' may help but chief 
reliance must be placed on a balanced 
diet. 

He adds, however, that condemna¬ 
tion of vitamin pills as being of little 
or no value would be absurd. Vitamin 
pills or similar forms of concentrated 
preparations of vitamins, he states, 
are of value under two sets of cir¬ 
cumstances. They may be used—but 
only when prescribed by a physician 
—first to prevent the development of 
diseases due to deficiency of vitamins 
in the diet, and second, to treat dis¬ 
eases due to vitamin deficiencies.

TRAFFIC GUIDES REQUIRED 

When are we going to co-operate with the tourist 
who chances to pass through our town? Isn’t it time 
we co-operated to the extent that we can keep him on 
the main highway and prevent him from losing his 
way due to a maze of residential streets which criss¬ 
cross the highway with nary a sign to distinguish a 
street from the main highway. 

The provincial survey crew who have been re¬ 
routing part of No. 3 highway from Pincher to Belle¬ 
vue has reached the Pass. We suggest the town coun¬ 
cil contact the chief engineer and seek information as 
to the plans made by the Public Works Dept, for the 
highway running through Coleman. Possibly the 
highway may be changed and the above traffic problem 
solved. If no change is contemplated it may be possi¬ 
ble to urge that it be routed along Third street in west 
Coleman, a standard grade highwav to be built along 
• the west side of the bluff. By using Third street the 
motorist would get a straight road leading to Carbon- 
dale hill and he would be spared the “mental hazard" 
at Salus’ corner. 

To eliminate so many motorists becoming lost at 
the bank corner it is suggested that the arrow system, 
as used in all large towns and cities in Canada and the 
States, be adopted and erected at Johnston’s corner 
as the highway leads off Second street and on to main 
street. The reflector signs can be used to direct traf¬ 
fic at night. 

We must adopt some system for guiding traffic 
through town this summer. 

HIGH WAGES vs SECURITY 

During the war years the labor unions, particularly in the 
States, must have given great thought to what they intended 
to seek from industry once hostilities had ceased. A giant 
blue print recorded the objectives of labor. Chief among those 
objectives was increased wages. Wages rocketed skywards 
both in the States and Canada, and as was to be expected by 
all sane thinking people, prices sky-rocketed too. Fear of in¬ 
flation loomed greater and greater as prices of every commodi¬ 
ty to increased and the value of the dollar decreased. 

During the past few years it would appear that labor lead¬ 
ers tend to believe that the only manner in which they assure 
the rank and file that they are working hard in their behalf is 
to constantly agitate for ever higher wages. This, to our mind, 
is downright folly. High wages, now as in the past, are 
here for only a fleeting moment. True, the young worker will 
revel in the high wages but what of the middle aged worker 
who has experienced boom and bust periods. He is coming 
ever closer to the day when he will no longer be able to do a 
hard day’s physical work. In raising a family and giving them 
a proper upbringing and education he has been unable to save 
sufficient to tend him in old age. His thoughts turn to “securi¬ 
ty in old age” for his wife and himself. High wages are nice to 
have, it is true, but financial security when one’s work days are 
done is a thousand times better. 

Labor leaders would do well to forget this rflania to con¬ 
stantly strive for increased wages and seek “security” for their 
members, security when one’s work days are over.

ones, and not knowing their fate 
from one day to the next. They 
were embroiled in a physical 
war, a test of arms, to prove 
whether our way of life is more 
enduring than the police state. 
The physical war has ended, but 
the basic struggle has not. To¬ 
day we meet forces more sinist¬ 
er, more subtle, than any armed 
force deployed on the field of 
battle. We have come from a 
physical war to an intellectual 
one, if you will. The will to 
power is again asserting itself, 
and in a way that is hard to 
contain. It is the creeping pa¬ 
ralysis that enters into the 
minds of men, a lack of deter¬ 
mination to think things 
through — a readiness to ex¬ 
change their liberties for a 
questionable gain. Be on guard 
against these things, let the 
frontiers of your thinking be 
emcompassed always within the 
framework of the basic prin¬ 
ciples of freedom.” 

MR J. J. McINTYRE in a brief 
address extended his deep sym¬ 
pathy to the loved ones of those 
Coleman boys who failed to re¬ 
turn. 

The returned veterans had 
done a great job. The weight fell 
on their shoulders when world 
freedom was challenged and 
now we again place the weight 
on their shoulders to lead us 
into the future. 

The gifts which they were to 
receive tonight were small re¬ 
minders of the debt which we 
owe them. He wished them 
health, prosperity, happiness 
and all the best the world could 
give them. He closed by stating 
that he hoped the day would 
never come that we will cease to 
remember the debt which we 
owe our Returned Veterans. 

Mayor Frank Aboussafy was 
called upon to make the pres¬ 
entations. He stated that while 
some might think Coleman a 
little slow in making present¬ 
ations Coleman most definitely 
was not slow during the war 
years when its cigarette fund 
was the best in the province and 
bond and savings certificate 
sales did the town honor as it 


sought to support its boys with 
the materials of war. 

On behalf of the citizens of 
the community who had contri¬ 
buted to the fund which had 
made the gifts possible he took 
great pleasure in making the 
presentation of gifts to the 128 
veterans whose names were list¬ 
ed on the official tabulated sheet 
submitted by the Rehabilitation 
Committee. Many veterans were 
present to receive their gifts 
while other veterans, no longer 
residents of Coleman had a 
family member receive their 
gifts in their stead. 

Each veteran was presented 
with a plaque on whose silver 
shield was incribed the words. 
‘‘Presented by Coleman for duty 
well done, 1939-1945.” Directly 
below the main shield was a 
smaller shield on which was en¬ 
graved the recipient’s name. In 
addition to the plaque a wallet 
of genunine English L Morocco 
Leather was given each member.

National Wild 
Life Week 
April 10 to 16 


Through a carefully-planned 
campaign designed to bring Al¬ 
berta’s natural resources to the 
attention of other parts of the 
North American continent and 
the world in general, this pro¬ 
vince is gaining increasing pres¬ 
tige as a target for industry and 
recreation. 

The Importance of bringing to 
attention of Albertans the con¬ 
servation of these same re¬ 
sources this week was occupying ’ 
provincial leaders in govern¬ 
ment and individual organiza¬ 
tions. 

To that end, it is planned that 
Alberta will hold a leading role 
in National Wild Life Week, an 
institution introduced in the 
House of Commons and Senate 
at last year’s session by John R. 
MacNicol, M.P. April 10 to 16 
inclusive has been set aside as a 
seven-day period when Cana¬ 
da’s attention will be focussed 
on the great outdoors. 

Giving prominence to the 
week will be service club speak¬ 
ers, the clergy, school teachers, 
business concerns, newspapers 
magazines and other periodic¬ 
als. 

Different fields of natural con¬ 
servation to be stressed include 
such organizations as Ducks 
Unlimited and in addition, wa¬ 
ter conservation, forestry con¬ 
servation and fire prevention 
and fish and game conservation 
generally. 

The work of Ducks Unlimted 
(Canada) provides the best ex¬ 
ample of what can be done in 
the field of conservation. To 
date, according to latest releas¬ 
es, this organization has invest¬ 
ed $1,750,000 in the work in 
Western Canada. Dominion, pro¬ 
vincial and municipal author¬ 
ities and Canadian citizens from 
all walks of life have contribut¬ 
ed land, water and co-operation 
totalling ten times the cash in¬ 
vested. As an adventure in vol¬ 
untary national and interna¬ 
tional co-operation, the project 
has enjoyed overwhelming suc¬ 
cess. 

Results to date include: 

1. 225 wild life conservation 
projects launched. 2. Over 1,- 
200,000 duck-nesting areas safe¬ 
guarded from the threat of 
drought. 3. New permanent wa¬ 
ters created. 4. Transient 
“phantom waters” rebuilt into 
permanent lakes. 5. Miles of 
fireguards established; neigh¬ 
borhoods organized to fight 
prairie, marsh and timber fires. 
6. Water for live stock guaran¬ 
teed—so that ranchers once 
again can use range which 
drought had destroyed. 7. Hay 
crops improved on managed 
marshes. 8. Ideal conditions pro¬ 
vided for colonies of gulls. 

In the field of forestry con¬ 
servation, the Alberta govern- 
men has long-range plans. These 
include: 

1. Large areas of the province 
to be set aside as forested areas 
withheld from settlement. 2. Se¬ 
lective cutting and reforestation 
to be followed. 3. Better-trained 
personnel to be employed. 4 
Continued programs of public 
education and continued ap¬ 
peals for public support of the 
program. 

A particular appeal to hunters 
will be made through National 
Wild Life Week. 

A number of rules are sug¬ 
gested: 

Be careful with your gun: 
avoid repeating the fatal acci¬ 
dents of other years. 

Obey the game laws. 

Avoid waste. Retrieve the 
cripples. Remember, birds left 
dead or dying in the marsh are 
a total loss for either food or 
breeding stock. Select your hide 
if possible so that your ducks 
have a fair chance of dropping 
In the open. A good dog is one 
of the greatest aids to conserv¬ 
ation. It is estimated by some 
that twice as many ducks are 
wounded or lost than are taken 
annually. 

Be courteous to farmers and 
land-owners. Respect their live 
stock and property, respect their 
fences. 

Be courteous to your fellow- 
hunter. Remember the golden 
rule. Treat him as you would 
expect him to treat you. 

Bag male ducks when pos¬ 
sible. This may appear rather 
a technical point, but survey 
reports indicate a much larger 
population of male than female 
birds in most species. We follow 
this practice with pheasants and 
big game and there is a possi¬ 
bility it may become practical 
with species of waterfowl where 
sex can be determined in flight.

Canadas Stock Of Farm Animals 
Is Taking A Downward Trend 

OTTAWA.—Canada’s stock of farm animals is following a downward 
path. Figures released by the Bureau of Statistics show that the numbers 
of cattle, sheep and horses on Canadian farms have fallen off considerably 
during the last year and are substantially below their wartime peaks. The 
report supplemented a recent survey showing a decline In hog numbers. 

At Dec. 1, the bureau reported, the number of cattle was estimated at 
8,943,500, down 72,000 from the corresponding date In 1946 and off nearly 
2,000.000 from the wartime high of 10,759,000. Reductions occured In Prince 
Edward Island, Nova Scotia, Quebec, Alberta and British Columbia. 

Of the cattle total, 3,666,600 were milk cows, which were down 50,000 
from Dec. 1, 1946. The number of sheep was estimated at 1,586,700 against 
1,782,200 a year ago and a wartime peak of 3,726,000. korses dropped to 
1,979,400 from 2,243,200 the preceding year and 2,845,000 in 1943.

BUSINESS FAILURES 
DOUBLED IN 1947 

OTTAWA. — Nearly twice as 
many Canadian businesses failed 
in 1947 as the year before, the 
Bureau of Statistics reported. 

Last year 545 concerns, rang¬ 
ing from retailers to manufac¬ 
turers, went out of business. In 
1946 the number was only 278. 

It was the third successive year, 
however, in which the figure rose, 
j after dropping in 1944 to the 
lowest level In the period covered 
by official reports. 

The amount of liabilities de¬ 
faulted In 1947 rose to $10,077,- 
557 from $5,966,153 In 1946. 

Fifteen failures occurred In the 
Maritime provinces, 422 in Que¬ 
bec, 72 in Ontario, 12 in the prai¬ 
rie provinces and 24 in British 
Columbia.

2 tablespoons flour 
U teaspoon salt 

Wash rhubarb, cut into % inch 
pieces. Mix with other ingredients. 
Line deep pie pan with pie crust. Fill 
with mixture, being careful not to 
heap up. Measure pan before mixing 
ingredients, so that no more may be 
prepared than pan will hold. May 
be covered with an upper crust, or 
barred with narrow strips of crust, 
or baked in lower crust only, and 
meringue added. In this case, 1 or 2 
beaten egg yolks are usually mixed 
with rhubarb.
